DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 9, 10, and 12 are pending. Claims 1, 5, 7, 9, and 10 are 
amended and claim 12 is newly added. 

2. Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on 05 December 2008 have been 
fully considered and they are deemed to be persuasive. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02 
January 2009 has been entered. In addition, the "After-Final" amendment, filed on 05 
December 2008, has been entered for the continued examination of this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2, 5-7, 9, 10, and 12, renumbered as 1-8 are allowed over the prior art 
of record. 

Reasons For Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Regarding independent claims 1,7, 10, and 12, Applicants particular method and 
associated systems of each of said transmission terminals comprises: a communication 
controller comprising a storage area, wherein the storage area comprises a status table, 
and wherein the status table comprises: a first counter that indicates that data has been 
received; a second counter that indicates that no data has been received; a repetition 
required flag that Indicates that there is no data reception during a preset time period 
and that data repetition is required; and a third counter that indicates that data repetition 
is required, wherein the third counter is assigned a value when the repetition required 
flag Is set to Indicate that data repetition is required and wherein the timer starts at the 
start of reception of the information by each of said transmission terminals, wherein the 
first transmission terminal: (a) increments the first counter when the first transmission 
terminal receives the information from the first transmission line; (b) determines whether 
the Information Is being transmitted from the second transmission line when no 
Information Is received by the first transmission terminal; (c) checks the repetition 
required flag and the third counter to determine whether data repetition is required when 
the information is being transmitted from the second transmission line; (d) relays the 
Information to the first transmission line and sends the Information to the device control 
block when the repetition required flag and the third counter Indicate that data repetition 
Is required; (e) discards the information when data repetition is not required; and (f) 
determines whether the timer has reached a preset time, wherein when the first 
transmission terminal determines that the timer has not reached the preset time, the first 
transmission terminal repeats (a)-(f), and wherein when the first transmission terminal 
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determines that the timer has reached the preset time, the first transmission terminal: 
increments the second counter and resets the first counter; sets the repetition required 
flag to indicate that there is no data reception during the preset time period and that 
data repetition is required; decrements the third counter; and resets the timer was not 
disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly suggested 
by the prior art of record. 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite 
and enabled by the specification are also allowed.
